ter and hold that he had no right to 
eject them — "but in view of your 
threat of violence and of my desire 
that there shall be an orderly deter­ 
mination by a judicial tribunal of a 
legal question I will do nothing which

While the mayor was ousting the old 
directors one of his attorneys appeared 
before Chief Justice iMtchell ami Jus­ 
tice Potter, of the state supreme court 
in chambers, and applied for a super­ 
sedas suspending the operation of the 
injunction granted by the county court. 
After hearing the application the court 
issued an order allowing the super­ 
sedas. 
The supreme court order was quick­ 
ly taken to the mayors office and Shel­ 
don Potter and A. Lincoln Acker, the 
new directors, were notified by the 
mayor to assume charge of their re­ 
spective departments.

Rojestvensky will un­ 
doubtedly keep far out to sea in order 
to avoid torpedo attacks. 
A wide de­ 
tour will also make it harder tor the 
Japanese scouts to communicate with 
Togo. 
However, I expect news of a 
battle within ten days.” 
This is apropos to the report that 
Togo and Rojestvensky had met south 
of Formosa and Togo had been defeat­ 
ed. The report came from Manila, but 
the admiralty here has no informa­ 
tion confirmatory of the report. 
Al­ 
though it is considered possible that 
there may have been a brush between 
scouts, the idea of an open battle with 
Togo is not credited in the best-in­ 
formed naval circles, where the opin­ 
ion is expressed that Admiral Togo 
would not dare to risk bringing his 
battleship division so far south to meet 
Admiral Rojestvensky. 
There are reports of movements at 
the front In Manchuria, all of which 
indicate the probability of a general 
engagement there before long.
